Stntes bo requested to appoiut a day of hu- 
miliation *nd prayer by the people of the 
United States; that he request his consti- 
tutional advisers at tbe head of the Exeeu; 
live 'Departments to unite with him as 
'Chief Magistrate of the Nation at the City 
•ot Washington, and the uieuibers of Con- 
•gre'S, and all Magistrates, all civil, military 
^aad naval officers, till soldiers, sailors and 
marines, with all loyal and law-abiding peo- 
ple, to convene at their usual places oi wor- 
ship, or wherever they umy be, to confess 
-und to repent of their manifold sius; to 
implore compassion and forgiveness of the 
Almighty, that, if consistent with His will 
the existing rebellion may be speedily sup- 
pressed, and the supremacy of tho Consti- 
tution and laws of the United States may 
be established throughout all the States; 
to implore Iliui, as the Supreme Ruler of
